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This  plan  will  aid  dairymen  who  wish  to 
build  their  own  stalls  for  an  elevated  stall 
milking  parlor.  Construction  is  all  metal, 
mostly  of  standard  pipe  sizes.  Skill  in  bend- 
ing and  welding  steel  is  required  for  a  work- 
manlike product 
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Complete  working  drawings  may  be  obtained  through 
your  county  agent  or  from  the  Extension  agricultural 
engineer  at  most  State  agricultural  colleges.  There  is 
usually  a  small  charge.
